The fact that it was Friday the thirteenth 
did not deter another crowd of magnificent 
proportions from journeying to Hawthorne. 
With only one more day's racing here the 
crowd was determined to see as much of the 
sport as possible, and no superstitious number 
could influence them to stay away. Nor did 
that number thirteen instill any fear in those 
who found enjoyment in selecting the prob- 
able winners. This was reflected in the vic- 
tories of favorites in a majority of the 
races. 

Clear, bright weather, with just a tinge 
of biting October air to remind one that the 
winter days are not far distant, greeted race- 
goers at Hawthorne Friday. The track had 
improved considerably, but was still slow 
and there is little prospect of change for 
the final day's racing this afternoon. 

The main attraction of the afternoon was 
a mile and a sixteenth contest, run as the 
fifth race. The field numbered five, but they 
were among the* best horses at the track. The 
lHiblic installed Croupier favorite, although 
Honolulu Hoy did not lack admirers. 

The speedy Grayssian was the first to show 
in front after the field got away to a perfect 
start, lie set a good pace to the far turn, 
with Croupier in nearest pursuit and under 
restraint. Passing the far turn Trombley sent 
Croupier to the front and the Keisel gelding 
found little trouble remaining there. Grays- 
sian held on gamely to save second place 
from the fast-gaining Honolulu Boy. 

The latter met with considerable interfer- 
ence and a slow start. Once in his stride he 
gained rapidly and finished a close-up third. 
Fineastle showed early speed, then faded 
from the picture when the real racing began. 

OPENER TO BILL HEAD. 

Friday's program was opened with a dash 
of five and -a half furlongs under claiming 
conditions, which brought a field of seven 
starters to the post and resulted in a victory 
for .1. 11. .Me Pool's Bill Head. He was rid- 
den by II. S. Jones and, coming from far 
behind, earned the verdict in a close finish. 
Cleopatra Boy, witii the good colored rider, 
C. Dishmon. in the saddle, made a brilliant 
finish and would have won in another stride. 

Stylish Miss, away absolutely last, closed a 
wide gap on the stretch turn and finished a 
fast gaining third. Bed Chief showed several 
bursts of speed, but was unable to get up 
in the real going at any stage of the race. 
Vansylvia. the public choice in this race, was 
well up for three-qaufters, but#offered no 
serious competition from there on. 

Mose Goldblatt's Broomstick gelding Whip- 
pet finally made good today. In his four 
previous starts here he has finished second 
three times and third once. This afternoon 
lie was a warm favorite and rewarded his 
hackers by scoring in decisive style. Away 
quickly lie sprinted into the lead and after 
relinquishing it briefly at the half-mile post 
came again and rushing to the front easily 
held sway the remainder of the way. Don 
Jose was second, gamely outstaying Dancing 
Girl in a hot finish. Flycast displayed great 
early speed, then dropped back to last posi- 
tion. 

TRACK SUITS WAIL PENNANT. • 

War Pennant, a great race lioi-se in his 
younger days, looked more like his old self 
yesterday in the third race when he led from 
start to finisli to win by a safe margin. Bid- 
den by A. Bichereek and finding the going 
suitable for liis unsound legs War Pennant 
appeared to take delight in showing the way 
to his less aristocratic rivals. On he sped 
through the soft going and to the experienced 
eye it was easily discernable that the old fel- 
low had much in reserve. He led home It by 
a length and a half, with Bonero Blue a long 
way hack in third place. De Land, the favor- 
ite, ran poorly after a brief display of speed. 

W. C. Weant’s Xenette was the favored 
one in the fourtli race, a dash of three-quar- 
ters. The daughter of Ivan the Teri'ible did 
not disappoint her many admirers. After 
indulging ltivulet with the lead for a half 
Nenette quickly mqved to the front and un- 
der Kederis’ skillful riding maintained a 
slight advantage under restraint until well 
in the stretch. When called on she easily 
drew clear and had a margin of a length anil 
u half as she passed the winning line. Caval- 
cadour II. ran a splendid race, closing up con- 
siderable ground in the stretch and outgam- 
ing ltivulet for second money. The latter 
tired badly after strenuous but unavailing 
pursuit of the winner in the early stages. 

The final contest of the afternoon was at 
a mile and three-sixteenths and it provided a 
surprise in Fitz-Boodle leading all the way to 
win never seriously menaced.

October 13.— The Collington 
Handicap at a mile and seventy yards for 
fillies and mares occupied the stellar posi- 
tion on the program at Laurel Park this 
afternoon and the winner came from the 
stable of J. K. L. Boss when Muttikins, 
ridden by Turner, beat It. J. Murphy's Thim- 
ble in a drive, while J. R. Skinker’s Ilrome- 
iia was a distant third. The event attracted 
a field of eight starters and Thimble was 
installed the choice in the calculations. There 
was no delay at the harrier and the field left 
in good alignment and By Jiminy and Bro- 
melia were the ones to cut out the early 
pace, while Rubidium was shuffled back 
rounding the first turn. Thimble slipped 
through on the inner rail while Prodigious 
was leading. Muttikins and Polly Ann were 
racing along in the rear. But there was hut 
little change in the running position through 
the baekstretch, hut rounding the bend Tur- 
ner sent Muttikins around the leaders, while 
Thomas, on Thimble, moved up next to the 
inner rail. By Jiminy began to quit and 
Bromelia drew away into a short lead. Mut- 
tikins closed resolutely on the outside and 
held ± nimble safe through the final drive. 
The latter tired badly under the weight. 

Following the race the stewards interro- 
gated jockeys Thomas and Turner and an- 
nounced that tlie license of Thomas had 
been suspended for three days.

FAVORITES IN ECLIPSE. 

The much laughed at jinx Friday the thir- 
teenth cast a spell over Laurel this after- 
noon and form followers were in total eclipse, 
long-priced winners accounting for the ma- 
jority of the races. Racing conditions were 
all that could be desired and a large crowd 
journeyed to the course. There was a tinge 
of autumn in the air and top coats were in 
demand. 

The secondary feature aroused considerable 
interest. It was run as the sixth race, at a 
mile and a sixteenth. The Quincy Stable's 
Playfellow was given another chance to make 
good. He failed in a dismal manner and 
fourth was the best lie could do behind 
Comic Song, Knot and All Fair, while Dark 
Horse, the only other starter, was a bad last. 
Comic Song went to tlie front at the rise of 
the barrier and Lang allowed him to set a 
fast pace. Knot and All Fair were both lead- 
ing Playfellow, which was racing in tlie mid- 
dle of the track, but when called upon at the 
turn he failed to respond, although under 
pressure. Comic Song drew away from the 
others and at the end had a wide margin. 

The victory completed a double for Lang, 
who divided honors with J. Callahan, both 
accounting for a double. 

The halter men were very active this aft- 
ernoon and several hoi’ses changed hands 
via the claiming route. A. Alexandra took 
Beverly Belle from J. Orofton for $2,501 ; S. 
Louis took Pietrus from S. Miodow for $2,- 
500.50 ; Sling went to J. Crofton for $2,200, 
and Hillhouse changed hands on W. J. Kra- 
mer's deposit of $2,210. 

Dr. H. J. McCarthy unsexed the two-ycar- 
old St. Lawrence, in tlie stable of G. \V. J- 
Bissell, this morning. 

The Lexington Stable's Lucky Hour will be 
shipped from Latonia to Laurel to fulfill his 
engagement in the Washington Handicap, to 
he decided at this meeting. 

B. L. Cole arrived at Pimlico from Canada 
with the stable of C. L. Whiting, including 
six yearlings, mostly by Half Rock, and pro- 
nounced to be the best lookers at the track. 

A. Alexandra was a belated arrival froiYi 
Canada with Carmandale, Yorkist and Royal- 
lieu. 

J. E. Griffith’s Kathryn Harlan was cut 
down in her last race and will he on the 
shelf for some time. 

Steeplechase jockey L. Givens was thrown 
this morning while schooling a horse through 
the field and suffered a broken collarbone.

LATONIA. Ky., October 13.— Improving 
weather, hilt a difficult track, was again the 
rule during the afternoon, but the course con- 
tinued improving under constant labors of 
the track workers. The attendance, consid- 
ering tlie wintry weather, was of generous 
proportions.

I by some ordinary ones and ruled at prohibi- 
I tive favoritism. She was ridden by Connelly, 
j who got her away bunglingly as a result of 
i the barrier failing to function properly, but 
' she recovered fast and moved into command 
i when the field was about to reach tlie first 
turn. Billy Star was her closest pursuer, but 
! during the earlier stages she seemed to hold 
him safe.

Here and There 
on the Turf 

The Dictator’s Surprising 
Race. 

The victory of A. K. Macomber’s The Dicta- 
tor in the Columbus Day High weight Han- 
dicap at Jamaica Thursday was just another 
example of those uncertainties of racing that 
are what makes the sport delightful and at the 
same lime quite annoying to some. It also 
teaches the old lesson of how weight will 
bring them all together. Of course, the race 
was a disappointing one when Slciveconard 
wheeled with Fairbrother right after the start 
and was left. It was no fault of the starter, 
but just a crazy move br me colt that en- 
tirely eliminated him from ihe contest. On 
what he had been showing, both in public 
and in private, there is good reason to believe 
that when he was eliminated the best horse 
at the weights and distance did not oppose 
The Dictator. But The Dictator still tdbk 
the measure of such good ones as Lanius and 
Cirrus. That is where the weight took its 
toll, for Lanius was carrying 130 pounds and 
Cirrus had 138 pounds on his back, while The 
Dictator was in under the feather of 105 
pounds. There did not appear any good reason 
for asking him to carry more in such com- 
pany. for after having been sent to the races 
on June 24 for the first time he was started 
eleven times before he won a race for maid- 
ens. That was accomplished on September 
27 and then he came back with a defeat, so 
that his success in the Columbus Day Handi- 
cap was his second victory in his racing 
career. 

It may be now that ITie Dictator has found 
his way into the winners’ circle twice that 
he may go on and become a useful racer, but 
it must always be borne in mind that he had 
a tremendous pull in the weights when he 
beat the two good ones that finished back of 
him. Earlier in the year it would have been 
laughable to attempt to adjust weights that 
would enable The Dictator to bcut Lanius and 
Cirrus, even though three-quarters is not Cir- 
rus liest distance. But l/ettcr horses have been 
beaten by worse ones than The Dictator by 
allotment of the weights. It brings them all 
together. Exterminator has tasted defeat 
when weight had been piled on, and never was 
there a more consistent performer. Sailor Boy 
took the measure of Broomstick and Race 
King ran a dead heat with the mighty Sysonby. 
These are only a few of the instances, and from 
time to time there will lie just such surprises 
in racing.
